Water Near Jamestown—Believed to be 
Lillian ..H. Foye, ot Chtlsea, Mass.— 
Identified by Photographs. 


A bunt 7^0 o'clock Thi.isday morn- 


ing William 11. King, of Newport, 
while rowing in a boat oil1 ihe hhoie of 
amcstown saw something Hominy in 
he water,and as heapproached theob- 
ect found it to be Ihe Ixxlyofawo- 
nan. Mr-King made the body tot to 
lis boat v. itli n'liuc and towed il lo Ihe 
jeaeli near ihe 
Ferry 
landing at 


Jamestown and notilied the authori- 
ties, Captain Chandler taking charge of 
the remains. The body, when found 
was half a mile or to below the landing 
and It was thought to have been in (he 
water a short time. 


The Medical Examiner, Dr. Stewart, 


nt Newpoil, was notified by Caplain 
Chandler, but Dr. .Stewart considered it 
out of his jurisdiction. After some liltle 
talk, by way of the telephone, Dr. 
Stewart decided lo .visit Jamestown for 
the purpose of viewing the remains.

"Two 
foreigners are said to have es- 


caped through the gates, one with a 
heavy sword wound In his head. Prince 
Tuan, In celebration of the victory, dis- 
tributed 100.000 taels and huge quanti- 
ties of rice to the Boxers."

Pekln, and there Is nobody but believes 
Ihe worst has happened.
